U. S. Soldiers Outshoot and 
Outgame Enemy In Contest 
at Chateau-Thierry 


FIERCE BATTLE RAGES 
ACROSS MARNE RIVER 


Despite Hot 
Fire, 
‘Green’ 
Troops Join Veterans In 
Withstanding Foe Rush

WITH THE AMERICANS ON TH E] 
MARNE. June 6.— Fighting with ma- j 
chine guns mounted in the windows of 
M lateau-Thierry, 
Americans 
today 
held the crossing of the Marne. 
They 
outshot and outgamed the enemy. 
“We had the time of our lives,” said 
some of the men in this battle who 
came back for rest. 
“We heard that 
trench warfare was dull and unin­ 
teresting. but this is the life.” 
Many of the Americans were green 
at the business but they shared with 
the veteran United States marines 
tile glory of stopping Germany's ad­ 
vance on the Marne. 
For three days the battle was most 
bitter. 
The 
Marne 
runs 
through 
Chateau-Thierry, dividing the town. 
One side was held by the enemy; the 
other by Americans and French. After 
two days of constant travel the Amer­ 
ican reserves arrived at the greatest 
battle in history, riding in 
Fords. 
Within two hours they were in the 
thick of it. 
Their guns were bumped 
from the Ford wagons and hastily 
mounted in the streets and in the 
houses of Chateau-Thierry. 
Then for 
three days they held the bridge and 
prevented the Germans from getting 
pontoons across. 
Despite our withering fire, the en­ 
emy came on repeatedly from the 
other side of the stream. 
Our ma­ 
chine guns were going constantly. Of­ 
ficers aided in picking off the boches 
with their revolvers. Then the enemy 
mounted machine guns in the windows 
on their side of the river, right oppo­ 
site the Americans, and opened fire. 
One group of Americans had guns in 
an old mill directly over the water, 
and the boches were just across. 
For 
two days they fought, trying to dis­ 
lodge each other. 
German 
bullets 
whizzed into the windows and plump­ 
ed into the walls of the room, but the 
Yanks’ shooting finally won, inflict­ 
ing heavy casualties and silencing the 
Germans. 
Our guns in this mill also command 
a wheat field at the edge of the town, 
through which the enemy repeatedly 
attempted to advance. 
At times as 
many as nine waves of skirmish lines 
were visible in this field. 
A b the 
American machine guns opened fire, 
every German would duck out of sight 
in the wheat, then slowly, line by line, 
their heads would appear, then their 
shoulders, as they tried to resume the 
advance and 
the 
American 
bullets 
whipped among them, reducing their 
numbers. 
They endeavored repeated­ 
ly to reach the river by this means, 
and each time they were driven back. 
Meantime 
the 
hottest 
fire 
was 
poured in on the Americans. 
The 
enemy held Hill 204, overlooking our 
positions, and made the moat of the 
situation, but the Americans stuck. 
Those guarding the bridge maintained 
a sweeping hail of bullets at its ap­ 
proaches and prevented the boches 
from crossing until it had been blown 
up; then they poured in a stronger 
fire, preventing enemy engineers from 
throwing across their pontoons. 
Automobiling past batteries firing 
at the Germans, through endless lines 
of supply trains and ot..er vast mov­ 
ing units necesary In open warfare, 
I heard the story of the machine gun­ 
ners' fight from men and officers who 
were in it. 
They were all laughing 
as they told their adventures. 
The 
majority of them were apparently re­ 
cruited from the region of Pittsburgh 
and included everything from a clerk 
to a mill-hand, but now they're the 
lightlngest fighters on the Marne. 
Lieutenant John Biased, Pittsburg, 
who graduated ahead of time last year 
at West 
Point, 
had 
received 
the 
French war cross. 
He crossed the 
river with a machina gun detachment 
and for two days 
and 
nights 
aw 
nothing but fire. 
The enemy was all 
around him and his men and guns 
also were completely cut off from the 
main American force. 
The only way 
by which they could return was swept 
by both German and Allied fire. Bia­ 
sed walked out to the 
bridge 
and 
shouted across to 
the 
Americans, 
whom he saw, so aa not to be mista­ 
ken for the enemy. 
Then be brought 
his own men and 300 French back 
safely. 
Describing the incident to the Unit­ 
ed Press, Bissell said: 
“It wasn't so bad but the bullets

‘Kenilworth Castle’ With 332 
Passengers From Africa 
Is In English Port 


AN ENGLISH PORT, June ti.—’The 
Kenilworth Castle, with 332 passen­ 
gers aboard, arrived here today from 
a South African port in a damaged 
condition. 
It is not known whether 
she was attacked by a submarine or 
struck a mine. 
Two ttxplbsions followed a collision 
with some heavy object.

12,97ft tons and was built in 1904; 
about 370 feet long. 
She is owned 
by the Union Castle Mail Steamship 
company and is registered in London.

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THE DRYS MUST REGISTER 


There are thousands of drys in Orange county who 
have not registered, and unless they do register before 
July 27 they will have no vote in the August primaries. 
The August primaries are of unusual importance this 
year, from the standpoint of the drys. 
Never since the 
primaries were adopted in this state has the selection of 
nominees been anywhere nearly so important as this year. 
California’s dry forces are making the fight of their 
lives to elect a legislature and an administration that 
will safety give California's vote in favor of the national 
amendment. 
The election of assemblymen, state sen­ 
ators, a lieutenant-governor and a governor are of ex­ 
treme* importance. 
Many of those contests are to be 
settled at the primaries. 
Every dry Republican and every dry Democrat, so 
far as the power of his vote can control, should see to 
it that his party nominees are right upon the one ques­ 
tion of biggest importance in the campaign for the dry 
cause this year. 
Here are some points to be emphasized: 
Electors cannot vote at the primary election, August 
27th, unless they have registered from their present 
precinct since January I. 1918, and on or before July 
27, 1918. 
Electors cannot vote at the primary election for 
any candidate for governor, lieutenant-governor, senator, 
or assemblyman, unless they stated some party affilia­ 
tion in their registration affidavit. 
AH who have registered without stating party affil­ 
iation and who now wish to state such party affiliation, 
and all who wish to change their affiliation to another 
party, may have the desired change made by going to 
the county clerk and making the desired affidavit. Blanks 
are provided by the county clerk. 
The most important member of the legislature is the 
lieutenant-governor. 
He presides over the senate, ap­ 
points its committees and has the deciding vote in case 
the senate votes twenty to twenty. 
The value of the governor’s support of measures be­ 
fore the legislature is of great importance, By all means, 
California’s governor should be in full accord with the 
proposal to place California’s vote in favor of the national 
dry amendment. 


SERIOUS FOOD SAVING DUE 


An American recently returned from England ex­ 
presses himself as shocked at our food waste and in­ 
dulgence. 
He found in some quarters an unfounded im­ 
pressions that Americans were being asked to deny them­ 
selves in order that the English could have all they 
desired. 
In the first place, he says, we in the United States 
are not denying ourselves. We haven't learned what self- 
denial in food consumption is. 
: 
And in regard to our allies, the English are not only 
not in a position to consume or even purchase food at 
their own pleasure, but they are facing an actual and 
dire scarcity of certain essentials. 
After living on a ration card basis this American is 
shocked by the size of the portions served in American 
lesaturants and the indifference of the consumer who 
leaves edible portions on his plate. 
England is eating war bread. 
Sugar is doled out to 
hotel residents in druggist's envelopes, a tablespoonful 
of sugar being considered sufficient for one day. Sunday 
there is none. 
Housekeepers are restricted similarly, 
and from the small allotments granted for family use 
they must save out, little by little, what they are going 
to use for jam-making. 
Pastry, ice cream, candy are 
unobtainable. 
Americans are not asked to eat less food than they 
need for proper nourishment. 
They are asked to stop 
over-indulgence and waste and to substitute in some cases 
perfectly good foodstuffs that are not readily shipped 
for wheat flour that can be shipped to our needy allies. 
Suppose we take the matter seriously for a change, 
and go in for real food conservation.

It has been said often, but it must be repeated over 
and over again, because of the misgivings that come to 
the hearts of the home folks as the boys leave for the 
front: 
Don’t worry about your lad’s morals. 
Don’t worry 
about his religion. 
Says the Rev. I^auchlan MacLean W att, chaplain of 
the famous Gordon Highlanders: 
“I never knew the real meaning of the 
wounds of Christ until I saw the wounds of my 
brave brothers slain for the sake of others. 
I 
never knew the real significance of duty till I 
saw them torn and broken, dying for duty’s sake 
rather than yield a foot in the front of battle. 
It may mean less for the church than the church 
is apt to think, but it will mean more for Christ 
and the best life of the world than meantime we 
can understand for our heartache or see for our 
tears." 
We need not expect our boys to pay much atten­ 
tion to conventional church forms over there, he says. 
We need not expect to see them turning into ‘ plaster 
saints.” Some of the things they do and say under the 
stress of trench life might shock us. But— 
"If you seek for stanch, true manhood, that 
loves home and the hearts there dear to it with 
an unwavering fidelity—tlxat loves honor, and 
Is content to live yonder In suffering and discom­ 
fort, and to die without a grudge for its sake, 
thank God, you will find it yonder, in crowds and 
masses. 
And the heart that is devoted to$these 
things is surely not far from the Kingdom of 
Heaven.”

Maps presented in the publication 
mentioned show the distribution of 
the citrus thrips in 
California 
and 
Arizona, to which states the insect is 
confined, it is believed.

is known to occur in eight counties in 
California—Sacramento, Fresno, Tu­ 
lare, Kern, Los Angeles, San Bernar­ 
dino, Riverside and Orange. 
The in­ 
festation is most serious in Tulare, 
Fresno, Riverside and San Bernardi­ 
no. 
In Kern county the insect is in­ 
creasing rapidly, 
and 
with 
larger 
plantings doubtless will he quite as 
injurious as in Tulare county, 
the 
writer of the publication believes. 
The most important damage caused 
by thrips is the lowering of the mar­ 
ket value of fruit by unsightly scab­ 
bing and scarring. The eating quality 
of the orange is not affected by this 
damage, but its commercial grading 
is lowered considerably and the sell­ 
ing price

reduced. 
The losses suffered from grade reduc­ 
tion due to thrips in the Lindsay dis­ 
trict of the San Joaquin Valley in a 
season of comparatively light infesta­ 
tion, is given in the bulletin as fol­ 
lows:

Interest In the rsgimsntal drill 
was enhanced by th* arrival of 
Brigadier General

after th* drill, inspected the Utah 
camp. 
Around the field to th* north 
and west was a border of human­ 
ity. 
Th* grandstand emf bleach. 
ere were packed, and made but a 
small portion of tho tremendous 
gathering of Orange county peo­ 
ple, gathered to SOO tho Army- 
Navy ball game and the regimen­ 
tal drill. Outside th* 
grounds, 
to the east and south were scores 
of automobiles 


How Gas Is Foiled 
Squads of men gave an exhibition 
In the use of the 
gas 
mask. This 
came before the regimental drill. 
The speed with which the masks 
are donned upon the cry of “Oas” in­ 
dicated that these Utah troops have 
been Xell drilled to meet that terrible 
cry in the trenches. 
Groups of soldiers were placed in 
the field yesterday, working at trench 
digging, just as they may be called 
upon to do in France. 
Chlorid* 
wa. turned loose, ris­ 
ing in a dense yellow cloud, carried 
across to the soldiers, just as in don* 
la France. When the wind is right, 
then is when the la s attack is made, 
and the gas is swept across No Man’s 
Land. 
“Gas,” shouted the officer. 
Instantly every coldly dropped his 
pick, jerked out his mask, placed the 
tube in his mouth and adjusted the 
mask to his head, so that no fumes 
reached his nostrils. The gas is neu­ 
tralized by passing through the chem­ 
ically treated mask. Breath is thrown 
out through the tube. 
For several 
minutes after the gas came, the sol­ 
diers Remained within its cloud, while 
explosions of gas 
bombs 
continued 
about them. 
Regiment Marches Out 
Came the bugle call, and out march­ 
ed the band, leading th# six batteries 
of the 145th that are here. The ma­ 
jors and the captain of each battery 
were mounted. Beautiful mounts and 
excellent riders were features of the 
horsemanship displayed. 
At the head of each battery was 
carried a flag bearing the name of 
the battery. Across the east side of 
the field 
the batteries 
formed 
in 
double rank, the band .to the north 
In the center, on horseback, facing 
the regiment, sat Major Ward, adju­ 
tant upon the staff of Col. Webb. Un­ 
der his orders the batteries, as one 
man, went through a drill of arms.

COL WEBB BEFORE THE 
WAR WAS INSTRUCTOR 
IN MILITARY TRAINING 


Before the war, Col. William Webb, 
in command of the 145th Field Artil­ 
lery, was instructor in athletics and 
military training at the Salt Lake 
Training School. 
He ie regarded in 
Utah as an authority upon military 
matters, and hit work at Camp Kear­ 
ny has been of a high military stall* 
dard.

His Dear Ones Are In 
Their Hands 


DESCRIBESlCHOOLS 
BEFORE WAR STARTED 


Harold Albright Corresponds 
With Boy Veteran In 
Fighting Line 


Bringing w ith it a clear, virile pic­ 
ture of 
life 
in 
th e 
fighting 
line, 
steeped hi the boundless faith of the 
men who are fighting the Huns, de­ 
tailing act* of bravery, there arrived 
at the home of H arold L. Albright, 718 
South Sycamore atreet, a letter from a 
shell-torn village in Belgium. 
The letter wa* w ritten by Corporal 
FeVmln van Llefferinge. Some weeks 
ago 
Harold 
A lbright 
received 
the 
nam e from a friend In Hollywood, who 
had been corresponding with a Bel­ 
gian soldier. 
L etters from Am erica greatly inter­ 
est the soldiers a t the front who are 
separated from th eir m others and sis­ 
ters and sm all brothers, ana do much 
to relieve their lonsom eness. A lbright 
is to ask the corporal 
for a 
list of 
other Belgians who would care to car­ 
ry 
on 
a 
correspondence, and later 
these nam es will be published. 
Corporal 
Van 
Liefferinge’s 
letter 
deals with a num ber of deeply interest­ 
ing m atters. 
It follows: 
Dear friend H arold: 
You can im agine how glad I was 
this morning, getting your nice long 
letter with the picture of you and your 
dear parents. 
I sincerely thank you 
for same. 
F irst I will ask you to excuse me for 
the gram m atical m istakes you will find 
in my letter. 
You 
m ust 
understand 
that English Is not my m other tongue. 
I learned it a t school till 
some two 
years before the w ar broke out. My 
m other tongue is Flem ish or Dutch, 
but I know as well French as It, as I 
did all my studies in French, so you 
can understand I know it very well. 
I learned and know still German, too, 
but I forgot a lot and I think I will 
never need this language any more. I 
was a student, too, till a little before 
the w ar broke out and finished by 
high school, which we call “A theneum ’’ 
or college only by 9 filim esters. 
The schools or studies in Belgium 
are very hard and very good. T hat is 
why we have a lot 
of 
foreign lan­ 
guages to learn. 
You will see when I 
tell you that when I was at college we 
had hard work. 
The classes began at 
Ye to 8 (7% ) o'clock in the m orning 
till % to 12 (11%) o’clock. Then in the 
afternoon from % past I (1% ) o’clock 
till 4% o’clock, then tea and studies 
from 5 till lr o’clock In the evening, 
and self on Sunday we had to study 
from 9 o’clock till 11%. 
W e had two 
half holidays a week, 
Tuesday 
and 
Thursday 
afternoons 
except 
study 
from 1% till 3 o’clock. 
So you see a 
student's life in Belgium 
is 
rath er 
hard. 
Also our schools In Belgium are very 
much appreciated by strangers. 
W e 
had a lot of Am erican boys, most from 
Brasilia, A rgentine, Bolivia, 
Uruguay 
and Peru and C entral America. Then 
we had a lot of Englishm en, Germ ans, 
m asses of R ussians and G reeks and 
Bulgarians. 
W e had also many Jap ­ 
anese. 
Our school program is very 
big, too. W e had m athem atics (arith ­ 
metic, 
algebra, geom etry, 
trigonom ­ 
etry), history 
(ancient and m odern), 
geography, 
languages 
(Flem ish, 
French, English, G erm an, 
Belgian), 
commerce, com ptability and comm er­ 
cial law, economics 
(political 
econ­ 
omy), literature of several languages, 
drawing, caliography, chem istry 
and 
physics and electricity. T hese are the 
principal branches.

have 
four universities, am ongst 
them 
the 
old and famous university of Louvain,

A lot of 
beautiful old buildings 
have 
been 
spared but. so m any have yet been 
ruined. I will send you some artistical 
view s of some of th e finest old. build­ 
ings in Belgium so you will beTlble to 
appreciate yourself. 
They (the H uns) have also stolen 
in our rich m useums, churches and 
cathedrals a lot of m asterpieces of our 
renow ned painters like Rubens, 
Van 
Dyke, 
Feniers, 
Jordaeus 
and 
the 
brothers Van Eyck and a lot of others. 
They are ju st robbers and villlans. 
I will tell you, if you write, some 
more about my real country, another 
tim e if you like. 
Now I will tell you som ething about 
our soldiers’ life here in the trenches. 
O ur arm y la sm all, the “old fellows,” 
as we call them , who fought so bravely 
in 1914 and beat the Huns so splendid­ 
ly in the fam ous giant struggle of the 
Yser battle, are m ostly away—a 
lot 
killed, 
a 
lot 
prisoners, a lot badly 
wounded and discharged 
and 
a 
lot 
aw ay 4 ° auxiliary 
services, 
though 
there are still a lot with us who never 
left the lines and fight 
hardly 
the 
enem y since nearly four 
long 
yearn 
ago. 
• 
Those are the veterans and our old 
brothers. 
Then the most of our boys 
are volunteers who escaped from oc­ 
cupied Belgium, so did I; and they 
like ra th e r to fight the enem y than 
to live with him. W e have very young 
soldiers am ongst them who 
had 
no 
m ore than 16 years when they w ere 
facing the enem y and who are more 
than three years in the thick of it. In 
my regim ent we had two young Boy 
Scouts who retired with the arm y and 
who w ere soldiers after that. They had 
no m ore than 14 years. We have a lto a 
lot of fath ers who joined th eir sons 
and fight side by side now. So we have 
one crf the bravest and oldest—a vol­ 
unteer of 73 years. 
The idea th at hannts us th e most, 
th at m akes us homesick, is the thought 
of home, over there, not so far away, 
w here the “brute" m akes our dear ones 
suffer, but th at m akes us sw eep up 
our courage or better hate for him 
who com m itted the lowest, jn o st ig­ 
noble act in the world. 
Then the suffering th at we nearly 
never hear froth those dear ones we 
left behind. 8om e boys have never re­ 
ceived a word from home since the 
w ar started. I got som etim es a little 
p. c. from a friend once a year. So I 
learned a very bad news, two m onths 
ago. My dear second brother has died 
a t home. 
I am afraid we will learn a 
lot of bad n ew i and sorrow s w henever 
we m ay retu rn home. 
I pray God to 
care for all those we left but I bow 
for H is H oly Will as it has pleased 
Him to call my dear brother to Him. 
W hen th is le tte r will leave m e I'll 
be facing th e enemy and live a few 
days in a land of ruins and destruc­ 
tion, in a kind of hole am ongst rats 
and insects and land w here Death 
rules. 
It is a difficult job to give you an 
idea of w h at life is like here. W e live 
ju st like bandits, hidden during the 
day and out during the night, alw ays 
w atching the* “F ritzes” till they come 
out to attack us 
As long aa they 
don’t attack us, It is only the big guns 
th at are busy, destroying w ith shells 
the trenches on both sides. D uring the 
night you have also the m achine guns 
and rifles .th a t shoot to defend to re­ 
pair the trenches. 
A few days ago we had a big Ger­ 
man attack, but they .got a good recept 
tion. O ur boys were aplendid, fighting 
all the day long one against five Ger­ 
mans. The victory w as the more nice. 
W e caught som a HMM) prisoners, .7 
m achine guns. I big gun and 4 trench 
m ottlers. 
W e w ere congratulated by 
G eneral Pershing, P resident Poincar0, 
Sir Douglas Haig and G eneral Plum ­ 
e s Our proper King has visited all his 
brave boys and was touched by their 
bravery which they did w ith ouch 
sim plicity. 
Our proper G eneral 
was 
proud of his brave “iron division” aa 
they call us because we m et the first 
with the Huns and held the flood of 
m illions up at Liege. 
Ju st to show you som e acts of gal­ 
lantry in the reoent a ttack : In a hell 
of fire and iron when th e H uns cam e 
up, a captain told his boys: "AH boys, 
th ere they are,” and he showed the 
G erm ans with his left arm , but as soon 
as his arm was shot off and he lifted 
up his right and w ent forw ard w ith his 
men and fought till th e thousands of 
“F eldgran” were csutured, 
retreated 
or killed. 
Then a chum of m ine, a sergeant, 
w ent forward against th e H uns with 
four of his boys. Two w ere killed, an­ 
other badly wounded and he got a bul­ 
let through his helm et and his last 
com rade a bullet thro u g h his breeches, 
but they were not hu rt, so they, two 
w ent through and over all and captur­ 
ed 60 Germans and four m achine guns. 
They were so far aw ay in the German* 
range that he (the serg ean t) killed a 
Germ an com m ander w ith his dagger. 
Then, as he was hungry fighting so 
long, he found tw o cakes in th e offi­ 
cer’s wallet and a te them quietly bi­ 
tore he went further. 
H e nas been 
congratulated by th e K ing and is to be 
decorated. 
I have walked over all the b attle­ 
field and it was really terrifying to 
what a butchery th e 
fight 
had 
been for the Germ ans. 
Thousands of killed G erm an bodies 
were left anywhere. 
W e were able to carry tha last Ger­ 
man wounded aw ay only 36 hours aft­ 
erw ards, there w ere so many. Belgian 
Red Cross team s and G erm ans on their 
side worked six days long to bury 
them 
and 
there 
are
